“The Road M a k e r” National Organ, 
Tell* of the Progress That Is 
Being Made in All Sections 
of the Country. 


Almost every slate in the Union is 


now engaged in practical efforts for 
permanent road construction, and in 
every instance their action is proof 
that they have learned that resolu­ 
tions 
will 
not build such roads—it 
takes money. 
From The Road Maker 
the following items of road progress 
are extracted: 
Monroe county, North Carolina, has 
contracted for fifty-eight miles of per­ 
manent roadway to be built this year 
and many of their main roads are be­ 
ing oiled. 
The last Oklahoma legislature fixed 
automobile 
license 
at 50 cents per 
horse-power, IO per cent of the reve­ 
nue 
thus 
raised going to the state 
treasury and 90 per cent to the coun­ 
ty in which the automobile is owned, 
to be expended on the public roads 
under state and county supervision. 
Pennsylvania still operates toll turn 
pikes and their highway commission­ 
er has just arranged for taking over 
eleven sections of such at a cost of 
$250,000.

For instance, to view the discour­ 
aging side of it, first James Love in 
1888 refused $80,000 for his farm of 
320 acres on the river 
bank 
near 
Randolph, Mo. 
Since then the river 
has washed it all away. 
But 
the 
river’s 
appetite is not 
alone for farms. 
In the early days 
Barney, Neb., was a prosperous towrn 
with a railroad station and a bank 
and 
many 
comfortable 
residences. 
Thirty years ago Barney was a rival 
of Nebraska City, with the chances 
favoring Barney. 
Then the Missouri 
river swept in. 
The 
railroad 
was 
forced to move its tracks to higher 
ground. 
The people built a dam and 
riprapped the banks, all to no avail. 
Gradually the river swept up to the 
town and house after house had to be 
moved toward the bluffs. Those which 
could not be moved were flooded and 
swept away until finally in 1907 a 
blacksmith’s shop, all that remained 
of the once prosperous town of 1,600 
inhabitants, was carried 
down 
tho 
river . On the other 
hand 
several 
towns which once were situated on 
the river bank are now left far away 
from it by the 
river’s 
change 
of 
course. 
Last 
July 
the 
river decided to 
change its channel dear Wellington, 
Mo., and a few days later boats were 
sailing over what had been farm land. 
Many suffered, but some gained by 
the trick. 
At the north end of the 
district cut off as an island, a woman 
owned about 500 acres. The river be­ 
gan to build out in the stream until 
it formed twelve hundred acres, sep­ 
arated from her land only by a narrow 
slough.

Shoewalter held on. At last the ruer 
began to return his land and the quar­ 
ter of an acre grew' slowly until now 
it is 160 acres larger than the origi­ 
nal farm.

.Kovno and is thereby able to cross the 
Niemmi, he will be in the rear of the 
Russian lines north of 
Sventa and. 
with the junction of the two wings 
of Field Marshal Von Hindenburg’s 
armv the position 
of

right flank will be difficult.” 
The official German statement yes­ 
terday, announced the capture of the 
fort, on the southwest of Kovno. with 
4,500 prisoners and 240 guns. 
This 
was interpreted as foreshadowing of 
the fortress proper, but its accom­ 
plishment so speedily was hardly ex­ 
pected. The famous 
general, Field 
Marshall Von Hindenburg, personally 
took charge of the attack. 
Kovno, capital of the Russian pro­ 
vince of that name, is on the right 
bank of the Neimen. It is a fortress 
of the first class. The civilian popu­ 
lation of the city is more than 75,000.

A citizen spoke to the crowd, demanding mutilation 
of the body.

As there was evident difference of opinion, a vote 
was taken. It was overwhelmingly in favor of allowing 
Coroner Booth to take charge of the body. It was then 
cut down and the two-mile trip to Marietta was started.

n o r future Judgm ents for him ; for a 
death penalty is the extrem e lim it of 
Divine Law, as well as of hum an law.

sees or runs on to an item that is of 
interest to him, he just has to tell 
it to somebody else. 
In my last trip I saw many things 
that at least were very interesting to 
me. 
One was the tobacco country of 
Southern Ohio, where the fields “stand 
on edge.” 
The hillsides are often so 
steep that if a person wouljj lose his 
foothold he would go to the. ditch be­ 
low. 
On the very steep sides most 
all the cultivating is done by hand. 
The growing crop is beautiful, all ex­ 
cept its smell. The average crop would 
pay well at .ten to twelve cents a 
pound, but of course the tobacco tru st 
will not stand for that. They believe 
as the packing companies do about, 
m eats, that it is better to do a small 
business at a big profit, than to do a 
big business at a smaller profit; Thua 
they “get us a cornin’ or a goinV If- 
they let us just live they look on 
them selves as great benefactors. 
The lands of that part of Ohio are 
pretty well farmed, as they are very 
productive, though rough, and have 
been in cultivation a long time. 
I stayed one day in Cincinnati, and 
it is very much of a bul g and seem­ 
ingly lots of business. Down at George­ 
town they tell of two men who came 
to th at country a good many yeara 
ago. One bought land near where Cin-\ 
cinnati is now built and the other near 
Georgetown. 
The one near George­ 
town said that Bill Is a durned fool. 
Ho paid 6 2^ cents an acre for land 
up there, when he could have bought 
just as good here for 1 2% cents an 
acre.” 
I noticed good sm aller towns along 
• the Wall and good roads everywhere. 
I took an auto bus from W ilmington, 
O j to Jfenia, ten miles, for 25 cents. 
“Rock roads, you know.” 
Then by 
trolley to Dayton, another good town. 
Stopped for the, night. 
Took trolley 
then to Indianapolis, w here I spent 
two days, then took trolley to Rich­ 
mond for one-half day: then trolley to 
Terre H aute for one day;; then trol­ 
ley to Paris, IU., where I took a steam 
road to Shelbyville. 
There is an in­ 
terurban from Xenia, 
O., 
entirely 
across Indiana and to Paris, 111., and 
onej can go or come any hour, and 
rock roads in all directions. 
I m ust 
say th a t,it all looked good to me, and 
wrby cannot M issouri have som ething 
like it? 
Who is to blame? W e talk: 
of building up M issouri and putting 
more men on our lands, but when a 
farm er or prospective .settler sees no 
way to m arket w hat he may .grow, 
“ho passes up the job.” 
And just while I thin]* of it, I w ant 
to repeeat what I have said many 
times, and that is “That every town 
owes it to the community about th at 
town to find an adequate m arket for 
ail the 
surplus 
products.” 
O ther­ 
wise that town only preys upon its 
victims or plays the part of the par­ 
asite. You can m ake your town grow 
by giving the people profitable em­ 
ployment. A man will come for every 
good job you create. 
Our best grow­ 
ing towns have seen these pointe long 
ago. 
Just to “sing our glories” m ay 
bring a few folks, but they will not 
remain unless 
you 
can 
give 
them 
profitable employment. 
If Sedalia and Pettis county could 
make “good jobs” for a hundred thous- 
and men, that many would be on th e 
spot within ten days. If Sedalia would 
make it her business to secure profit*

A complete opium outfit, including 
a supply of opium, a pipe. lamps and 
“digger” were found by the police in 
a raid made late Saturday night on 
the residence of Minnie Dennis and 
Marie Cowman, negresses. 
The house 
is owned by “Dad” Smiley, and is 
located at 203 East St. Louis street. 
The 
raid 
followed the holdup of 
Samuel Steele and Robert Fleming, 
who live seven miles west of Sedalia, 
who were relieved of their money by 
two negro women, shortly 
after 
IO 
o’clock Saturday evening, on East St. 
Louis street, near the spot where the 
holdup of James Taylor occurred Fri­ 
day night. 
The two women 
confronted 
the 
men and ordered them to throw up 
their hands . One woman covered the 
men with a revolver while the other 
went through their pockets, relieving 
Steele of $4.50 and Fleming of $3.50. 
The men were then ordered to make 
their get-away . They 
started, 
but 
turned just in time to see the two 
holdup 
women 
enter 
the 
Smiley 
house. 
They 
immediately 
went to police 
headquarters and in company with an 
officer returned to the viienity and 
pointed out the house in which the 
women had disappeared. 
The two women, who 
gave 
their 
names as Mamie Dennis and Marie 
Cowan and residence as Joplin, were 
placed under arrest and taken to po­ 
lice headquarters . In searching lite 
prisoners, Night Chief of Police John 
Kaiser found, concealed in the hair 
of the Dennis woman, an opium lamp. 
He recognized the object immediate­ 
ly and after placing the two women 
in jail, in company with Chief of Po­ 
lice John R. Burger, Officer Frank 
Hugelman and Missouri Pacific Secret 
Service Officer E. H. Deatheridge, re­ 
turned and searched the premises in 
which the women were arrested. 
In an upstairs room, * which 
had 
been previously occupied by the wo 
men, was found an opium pipe andi 
another lamp, together with a supply 
of gum opium. 
The police immediately confiscated 
everything in the room and carried 
it to police headquarters in Mayor J. 
L. Babcock’s automobile, the mayor 
being present when the search was 
made of the house. 
When opened at headquarters the 
trunks taken from the rooms of the 
women were found to contain articles 
of 
expensive 
clothing,

American fraternity, anil convinced 
that they rightly interpret the earnest 
wish of the entire continent, the un­ 
dersigned have met informally, at the 
suggestion of the secretary of state of 
the United States, to consider the 
Mexican situation and to ascertain 
whether their friendly help can be em­ 
ployed lo re-establish peace in their 
sister republic. 
“In the heat of the struggle doubt 
less all may have losr sight df the

We cannot doubt that tm* 
presence of a sympathetic appeal from 
their American brothers, asking that 
they save their Mother country from 
the abyss, will leave unmoved the pa­ 
triotism of men, who aid or lead in 
the bloody strife. 
We cannot doubt 
but any one of them, measuring his 
own responsibilities for past misfor­ 
tune, and viewing their share of the 
glory of pacification, will respond to 
this friendly appeal. 
' We believe if the men directing

Upon these letters and an affidavit 
made by the woman, an attempt was 
made to show' that Rubey had sought 
to injure M. A. Romjue, also a demo­ 
cratic 
candidate 
for 
congressional 
nomination. 
In his statement Rubey quotes from 
an interview with Judge Romjue in 
the St. Louis Republic of July 21, in 
which it was stated that Judge Romjue 
had employed the legal services of 
Col. Joseph Davis, of St. Louis, to pro­ 
ceed civilly and 
criminally 
against 
the persons wTio had planned political 
ruin for him. 
Challenge Issued to Romjue. 
Other interview's are cited to slim 
that Judge Romjue was preparing tc 
take action. 
“Having 
these 
interviews before 
me,” Rubey says in his statement, “I 
have waited for him to proceed, crim 
inally or civilly, as he might decide 
and I give out no facts as to my side 
of the^ case, but awrait his action iii 
court. 
“The court is the only place to dis­ 
cuss the matter . He has his attorney 
employed to prosecute me civilly and 
criminally, and I 
challenge 
him 
to 
proceed at once in any court he may 
select.” 
Rubey declares the published let­ 
ters had ho reference to Judge Rom­ 
jue, “but had reference to other par­ 
ties who were circulating dirty lie: 
about me, one a married man, the 
other a single man, as 
the 
letters 
themselves state.

Romjue’s effort to have me indicted 
and the publication of what he gave

souri fruit growers are not taking ad­ 
vantage of their opportunity, accord­ 


ing to Nat Spencer, secretary of the 


Kansas City Church Federation, who 
has made a special 
study 
of 
fruit 
growing. 
“Many a Missourian who 
rushed to the western coast, attract­ 
ed by stories of the wonderful fruit 
crops there and invested his money 
in lruit lands, could have made con­ 
siderably more money if he had en­ 
gaged in the same business in his own 
state,* Mr. Spencer said here today. 
“People forget that there are two 
sides to fruit growing. One is raising 
it and the other is selling it. 
In the 
latter Missouri has the advantage, yet 
few persons stop to think about that,’ 
continued Mr. Spencer, who has just 
returned from a trip to the Pacific 
coast. 
“Where one person has made 
money in fruit raising in the west, 
probably a dozen have failed. 
One 
cause of lack of profit is the very 
limited market. 
In Washington, foi 
instance, Spokane is the only city o. 
any considerable size within a radius 
of 
300 
or 400 miles. 
Cherries and 
plums are often not marketed because 
it costs more than the receipts to sell 
them. 
“Successful fruit growing there re 
quires irrigation, cultivation, pruning 
and much spraying . The same care 
ful attention to the fruit crop in Mis 
souri doubtless would produce mal 
velous results and besides the Mis­ 
souri fruit grower has a market fo. 
his produce. 
“The western fruit grows larger, i 
is true, but the flavor is no bettei 
and, after all, it is the flavor tha 
counts. 
Another thing in which Mis 
sourians fail is in getting their pre 
duce up in attractive shape for tin 
market. 
Almost nothing along tha 
line is being done in this state, whih 
in ihe west very painstaking allen 
lion is paid to it. 
My advice to Mis 
sourians is to stay here 
and 
make 
money by being up to date.” 
So it may be that some of thos* 
who have vainly sought their fortum 
in distant lands may yet return t 
grow wealthy in their native state.

20.—Governor 
Harris last night proclaimed a reward 
of $1,500 for the first three persons 
convicted of participation in the lynch­ 
ing of Leo M. Frank. 
At the same time he issued a state­ 
ment declaring he will do all in his 
powrer to apprehend the perpetrators 
of the “unfortunate occurrence.” 
In defense of the state authorities, 
th£ governor pointed out that the 
prison farm from which Frank was 
abducted 
was 
not 
constructed 
to 
withstand attack from the outside and 
declared that the complete 
secrecy 
with which the lynchers matte their 
careful preparations made impossible 
any defense which might have saved 
the prisoner. 
The board of directors of the At­ 
lanta Chamber of Commerce yester­ 
day unanimously adopted resolutions 
urging the governor and other state 
officials to exert every effort to ap­ 
prehend and convict 
the 
men who 
lynched Leo M. Frank. 
The resolutions 
referred 
to 
the 
band as a “secret, oathbound organi­ 
zation.” They declared the “state has 
been disgraced.” “The question now 
is,” reads the resolutions, “shall we 
have the state government in fact as 
well as in name, or shall we be rilled 
by an organized mob, 
which scorns 
state authority, overpowers 
its offi­ 
cers and executes the decree of death 
agreed upon in midnight meetings of 
a 
secret, 
oath-bound organization0 
What w'e are dealing with is anarchv 
in its most dangerous form.” 
It is not believed any further ac­ 
tion will be taken In the way of an 
investigation at the state prison. The 
members of the state prison commis­ 
sion wrere on a visit to 
the institu­ 
tion when the attack occurred 
and 
have held that the prison officials 
were powerless to prevent 
the at­ 
tacking party from carrying out its 
purposes.

and mistaken public policy, unfortunate not merely for the railroads, but 
equally so for the masses of the people. 
When an industry which transacts a fourth of the nation’s annual volume 
of business is ailing, it is absolutely certain to precipitate a condition of 
general stagnation and depression in all other industries. 
The desperate 
efforts made by the railroads to reduce their operating expenses through 
forced economies had their inevitable result in the recent severe depression 
in the commerce and industry of the country, which threw out of employment 
thousands of workmen and reduced or destroyed the incomes of thousands 
dependent upon returns from investments. 
Rate increases are necessary to relieve the present distressing situation 
of the railroads. When the Federal Government and the several states appro­ 
priated to themselves the power to lower railroad rates they at the same 
time assumed, the solemn obligation to raise them if the financial condition 
of the carriers requires it. The right of the state to fix lower rates is for 
the purpose of protecting the public against paying tribute. 
It4 s a right 
which every broad-minded railroad man freely acknowledges. The obligation 
to raise them is a solemn duty not only to the vast army of people dependent 
upon the operation of railroads, but also to those who own railroad securities, 
and who, in common with other citizens, are entitled to Justice and protec­ 
tion. The time has come when the Commissions in the different states must 
deal fairly and frankly with the railroads, when they must divest themselves 
of future political considerations and act as fair-minded arbiters int the 
matter of just intra-state rates, bearing in mind the rights of both the public 
and the carriers, and the necessity of promoting the nation’s commerce by 
the provision of adequate transportation facilities through the investment of 
private capital.

government control. 
Then came the 
commandeering bill, placing food and 
fuel under 
government distribution, 
and there is now said to be a grow­ 
ing demand for the “nationalization” 
of agriculture. 
In Franc© the same tendency is 
noted, but to a less 
extent, 
and in 
Russia to an even less 
extent, 
but 
former Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge 
who has made a study of these con­ 
ditions, in a recently published arti­ 
cle predicts that even in these coun­ 
tries there is evidence of the “pass­ 
ing of the old economic dispensation 
and the coming of a new' social and 
Industrial period.”

Time to Caponize. 
In so far as the effects cf the opera­ 
tion and the rapidity and ease of heal­ 
ing are concerned, the time of year 
w’hen the operation is performed is cf 
little importance. The age and sire of 
the cockerel, however, are very impor­ 
tant. As soon as the cockerels weigh 
two to three pounds or when two to 
four months old, they should be opera­ 
ted upon. The lower age and weight 
limits apply particularly to the Ameri­ 
can breeds, while the higher apply to 
the Asiatics. 
The fact that capons are in greatest 
demand and bring tne best prices from 
the Christmas season until the end -of 
March, and that it takes about ten 
months to grow and finish them prop­ 
erly, makes it important to hatch the 
chicks in early spring fso that they will 
ba of proper size for caponizing in 
June, July and August. These are by 
far the most popular months for the 
operation, though in some cases it is 
performed still later. 
Operation of Caponizing. 
Before beginning the operation two 
conditions are absolutely essential. If 
these are not favorable, do npt at­ 
tempt to operate. The first of these is 
that the intestines of the fowl should 
be completely empty, so that they will 
fall away and expose the testicle to 
view. 
This can be accomplished by 
shutting up the fowls and withholding 
all food and water for twenty-fCur to 
thirty-six hours before the operation. 
Thirty-six hours is better than twenty- 
four, especially for a beginner. 
The 
second condition is a good, strong 


careful not to touch any part of the 
artery. If the spermatic cord does not 
separate, saw’ lightly with the hair or 
wire. 
When the testicle is free, re­ 
move it from the body, lf only the up­ 
per testicle has been removed, turn 
the bird over and proceed in exactly 
the same. manner upon the othef side. 
After removing the testicle, if the 
bleeding is at 3,11 profuse it is well to 
remove a portion of the blood by in­ 
troducing small pieces of absorbent 
cotton into the body by means of the 
hook or nippers, allowing them to be­ 
come saturated and then removing 
them. 
Be sure to remove all blood 
clots, feathers or other foreign matter. 
After the testicles and all foreign mat­ 
ter are removed, take out the spread­ 
ers, thUB allowing the skin to slip back 
over the incision. 
Some birds are sure to be killed even 
by experts, but the loss is small. 
Care of Fowls After the Operation. 
Upon being released from the oper­ 
ating table the capons are usually put 
in a closed yard w'here they can find 
shelter, food and water and can be 
kept quiet. No roosts are provided, as 
the less flying and jumping they do 
the sooner will the wound heal. The 
capons seem to be very little incon 
venienced by the operation, and water 
and soft feed mixed with sweet skim 
milk can be given immediately. 
For a week or ten days the newly 
made capons should be carefully ob 
served to see whether they become 
“wind puffed.” 
This is a condition 
caused by air gathering under and puff-

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 20.—Armando 
MArsans, Cuban outfielder, may play 
baseball with the St. Louis Federal 
league team or any other team for 
the rest of the 1915 season and next 
season, under a ruling delivered by 
Judge Dyer yesterday in the United 
States court. 
Judge Dyer Codified the injunction 
granted by Judge Sanborn June 25, 
1914, which has kept Marsans from 
playing ball ever since, though he has 
traveled 
about 
with the St. Louis 
Feds and has derived his living from 
the club’s treasury. 
Marsans, who was under contract 
with the Cincinnati team of the Na­ 
tional league, broke that contract to 
play with the Federals, a rival organ­ 
ization, early in the 1914 season, but 
he played hardly more than a dozen 
games before his former employers 
swooped down on him with the San­ 
born injunction and sent him to the 
bench, where he has since had to re­ 
main. 


Ask for an Appeal. 
After the decision was handed dowrn 
attorneys 
for 
the 
Cincinnati club 
asked Judge Dyer to permit them to 
file an appeal, and asked him to name 
the sum which he would require for 
an appeal bond. Judge Dyer told them 
he wras not certain they had a right 
to an appeal, but that he would hear 
arguments on that point today.

w'ant of mutuality. 
Judge 
Dyer 
did not consider the 
first and third of these grounds in 
rendering his decision . He said they

The decision wras based solely on 
Marsans’ contention that his contract 
did not bind him to play for the Cin­ 
cinnati club after October, 1914. 
Construes Clause No. 1. 
Taking up Marsans’ contract with 
the Cincinnati club the court found 
that clause No. I of 
the 
contract 
bound the club to pay Marsans $4,400 
for all services he w7as to perform 
under the contract. 
Of this sum $3,- 
300 wras for salary and $1,100 was in 
consideration of the option reserved
